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ATORRADO WRECK 
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Town of Higginsvilie Is Badly 
Damaged. 


SWEPT BY WIND. RAIN. HAIL 


Fifty Buildings Demolished, One Man 


Fatally Injured and Several 


Others Are Hurt. 


Fifty buildings wore partly wrecked, 
one man was mortally injured and sev­ 
eral others hurt, the town is without 
lights and the streets 
strewn 
with 
debris as the result of a tornado and 
hailstorm which struck Higginsvilie 
at 4:45 o’clock Monday afternoon. 
The hail on the streets w'as a foot 
deep within 
five minutes 
after the 
storm came, and some of the stones 
were as large as hen eggs. 
Dozens 
of trees in the iowui w*ere blow'ii down 
and several horses w’ere killed on the 
street. 
Two animals still lay on one 
of the main streets of tlie town as late 
as S o'clock at night. 
The wires, both telegraph i*nd tele­ 
phone, are down and the town is prac­ 
tically cut off from the outside world. 
Only one telephone line is w'orking, 
and it is not giving good satisfaction. 
The storm came without w'arning. 
The wind and hail ecme first and w'ere 
followed with a terrific dowuipour of 
rain wiiich flooded nearly every cellar 
in the towuT. 
The storm came from 
the west, traveling eastward. 
It kept 
within a narrow' path, at least the tor­ 
nado portion, only about tw'o blocks of 
the business portion of the place be­ 
ing damaged. 
The other towns in that section w'ere 
in the path of the storm, and both are 
said to be considerably damaged. They 
are Corder and Alma, both having pop­ 
ulations of 50d or 6 00. 
According to 
reports, several houses in both places 
have been wmecked, but the ex act ex ­ 
tent of the damage is not known. 
The grocerj' store of J. W. Enzly , in 
the business part of Higginsvilie, w'as 
wrecked by the storm. 
John Holzen, 
a clerk, was mortally injured. 
One 
leg was broken in tw'o places, and he 
w'as internally injured. 
When the storm came a team in 
front of the store became frightened 
and Holzen ran into the street to un­ 
tie them. Just then the front part of 
the building gave way . crushing him 
under the debris. 
Mr. Enzly ’s daughter had a narrow' 
escape from death. 
Hearing the ap­ 
proaching storm she ran to a rear 
wundow to look out. The scene fright­ 
ened her, and she ran to another part 
of the store. 
A moment later that 
part of the structure collapsed. 
A family lived above the storeroom. 
The roof was blow'n off, but v*ie furni­ 
ture W'as not disturbed. 
Men*bers oi 
thé family who w'ere home at the time 
hardly realized what had happened un­ 
til the hail came down on them. The 
rain a minute later ruined carpets and 
damaged the furniture. 
The family 
sought shelter at the home of friends. 
John Boon, signal man in the em­ 
ploy of the Chicago & Alton liailroad 
company , had a narrow escape from 
death, as did a friend who was with 
him at the time. 
Boon 
was blowm 
over a forty -foot embankment and re­ 
ceived a dangerous cut on his head. 
His companion escaped with a few 
bruises. 
The greenhouse ow'ned by Charles 
S e m m le r is a wreck, and all of the 
flowers are ruined. 
The hail did the 
damage here, and the loss will reach 
$1500. 
It is estimated that 2000 windows 
were broken by the force of the storm. 
Owing to the fact that the electric 
light wires are all down and the light 
plant damaged, the town was in dark­ 
ness all of last night, and probably 
will be tonight 
Estimates on the loss vary . 
Some 
say that it will reach $50,000, wnile 
others assert that it will not ex ceed 
$30,000. A fair estimate would be $40,- 
0 0 0 . 
No report has been received from 
the country , but it is believed stock 
has received much injury . Fruit trees 
in the path of the storm have been 


ruiiKMl. 
It is difficult (o say what the 
daniagt‘ to the wiu^at may have been. 
Several people were struck by the 
hail, and many are carry ing lumps on 
their heads and bodies as a result. 
One man say s that the hail stones at 
his home were as large as his fist. It 
is safe to say that that section of the 
state never was visited with so severe 
a hailstorm. 
The schoolhouses were flcKTded, and 
no school was held today , and possi­ 
bly w'ill not be for the remainder of 
the week. 
During the storm several horses ran 
away , and the vehicles were demolish­ 
ed. Some of these horses w'cre killed 
in their mad race to escape tli pelting 
of the hail.

‘M. O. Maddox was broi’gbt to I tan 
nibal this afternoon on the charge of 
murdering Richard 
Moss at Hunt­ 
ington, Mo., six teen miles southwest 
of Hannibal. 
“The arrest was made by B uijainin 
L. Walker, a passenger conductor on 
the Missouri, Kansas and Tex as rail­ 
road, who noticed Maddox beside the 
track five miles from Huntington. 
“Conductor 
Walker 
stoppeci 
the 
train and compelled the man to climb 
on board at the point of a revolver. 
Arriving in Hannibal, 
the prisoner 
was lodged in jail. 
“Moss was killed this morning, and 
this evening Maddox made a confes­ 
sion. 
He said that he went to the 
home of his brother, L. M. Maddox , 
where Moss* was employ ed as ccx tk, 
to procure 
a valise 
containing his 
clothes. 
“Moss 
declined 
to give up 
the 
clothes, and in a fight which lollowed 
he struck Maddox in the head several 
times with a hatchet. Maddox used a 
chair rung as a weapon of defense, 
and later secured the hatchet, striking 
Moss over the head."
